and look forward bopefully to the 
time when the sun bieaks through the 
clouds But if the futuure is obscure, 
nation] stocktaking at the end of the 
year shows points of interest and pyro- 
mise, This does not refer to the 
most .mportant thing of all, that the 
allies are doing something more than 
keeping th foe at bay by air, sea and 
land. It refers to domestic matters 
such 45 Canada’s trade 

(Canada Fourth Exporting Nation) 

Canada semaing in fourth place am- 
ong exporting nations. and fifth among 
the nations of the world in its total 
trade. Figures for December have 
not yet been compiled. but it is clear 
that for 1939 Canada’s export trade 
will pass the nine hundred million dol- 
lar mark compared with eight hundred 
and ferty uine millions in 1938. The 
figures do not include about seventy 
million dollars worth of gold produced 
in our mines and exported in 1939, and 
about sixty seven willions in 1938. 
Imports, when final records are avail- 
able, will be found to be about seven 
hundred and ten million dollars for 
1939, trom thirty to thirty-five millions 
over 1988 and leaving a surplus of ex- 
ports over imports in the year just 
passed of about to hundred and fifty 
million, e 
(Canada’s Trade with Great Britain) 

The year 1940 is expected to see a 
large trade between Canada and the 
United Kingdom. Trade experts who 
accompanied Mr Crera’, minister of 
resou.res, on his recent visit to Lon- 
don, and who have returned to Otta- 
wa, have expressed the conviction that 
exports of wheat, bacon, cheese and 
lumber will expand in the coming 
year. The bacon trade is covered by an 
agreement. Baltic cowrces of lumber 
have been cut off, although by agree- 
ment now being negotiated between 
Britain and Sweden, timber will still 
be recived from that country. In any 
event ‘here will be increased ship- 
ments of lumber from Canada’s At- 
lantic and Pacific seaboards. Ship- 
mienis of dehydrated apples from Nova 
Scotia have been favorably received 
in British markets. The ban on tobac- 
co haa been partially lifted to allow 
imports of the Canadian product. Bri- 
tain will be taking all the shipments 
Canata can make of copper, lead and 
zinc, i* will also take Jarge quantities 
of nickel and aluminium. There will 
also be the growing export from 
Canada of munitions of war. ‘This, 
however, is a matter under the direc- 
tion of the British purchasing mission 
of Cavada, 

Factors affecting the extent and na- 
ture of Canada’s trade with Britain 
will of course be the importance of 
making the best use of available ton- 
nage, and the imperative need of re- 
stricting trade to the essentials of life 
and sinews of war. Jnterests of neut- 
rals will also have tu be kept in mind 
in the allocation of imports into Bri- 
tain. Keeping thp goodwill of neutrals 
is an essential part of the policy of 
the allies. At the same time Canada’s 
trade policy will also be governed by 
importanc@ of buying trom those en- 
gaged in the war wi» are buying in 
large quantities from this country. 
The Canadian people are likely to in- 
chpase their purchases of British 
goods, 

Britaln Pleased at Canada’s Help 

Ths minister of mines and resources 
Mr Crerar, who has returned from 
London and has reported to his collea- 
gues on the commonwealth war parley 
which he attended in Britain, has told 
the people of this cointry that he 
found “both Great Britain and France 
profoundly grateful tor the help of 
Canaia as well as ior the assistance 
being received from the other Domin- 
fons of the British Commonwealth and 
India.’ Mr Bennett former Prime 
Minister, now in Canada after a per- 
iod spent in Britain, has expressed 
the same view. He said further in a 
recent speech that whatever burdens 
and trials teh war japosed on Cana 
dians, they should be glad to accept 
them because the war was a challenge 
to all those who believed that main 
tenance of Christian civilisation was 
the best assurance of the preservation 
of the liberty of nations and of individ- 
uals, The part being played by the 
United Kingdom in the struggle was 
broughth home by the fact that the 


war is costing Britain six million 
pounds or from 25 to $0 million dol- 
lars a day, and that despite the toll of 
mine and torpedo Britain possessed 
now “1 million tons of shippping, eq 
ual in amount to the British shipping 
at the opening of the war. 

Mr Dunning Heads Loan Committee 

Mr C. A, Dunning, former minister 
of fiaande, has been appointed chair- 
man of the National Subscription Com- 
mittee connected with Canada’s first 
war loan to be offered early in 1940. 
“Canxda is indeed fortunate” said Mr 
Ralston, minister of finance, “that Mr 
Dunning has agreed to undertake this 
important task. His experience as min- 
ister of finance and aio in connection 
ith the Victory Loan campaigns during 
the lact war make hi.n the ideal man 
for the job.” The ork of the commit- 
tee headed by Mr Dunning will organ- 
ize t’e canvassing ot larger institut- 
ions and corporations and stimulating 
sale; to the general public. Invest- 
ment Jealers throughout the country 
have promised fuliest cooperation. 
The committee will aid the National 
War [.oan Committee recently announ- 
ced on which will act all former fin- 
ance ministers of the Dominion and 
the present provincial treasurers of 
of all nine provinces, It will be repre- 
sentative of the whole country. Mr 
Ralston will be chairman of this com- 
mittee.

Improvement is Gaining Momentum 
Dpciares President, Canadian 
Life Officers

Montreal— Confidence that life in- 
surance would share in the general 
busiaes improvement awaiting Canada 
in 1940 was expflessed today by Arthur 
P. Earle, President cf the Canadian 
Life Jasurance Officers Assocition, and 
President of the Montreal Life Insur- 
ance Company. 

Interviewed on the life insurance 
accomplishment of tne last year, and 
prospects for the next twelve months, 
Mr. iarle referred also to the steps 
etaken to safeguard the interests of 
Canadaian policyholders since theout- 
break of the war, 

The total new bus:ness written this 
year ty Insurance companies in Can- 
ada is estimated to reach $650,000,000 
Mr. Larle announced. total insurance 
in force, about $6,700,000.000, while the 
total amount paid to policyholders 
an dheneficiaries exceeded $150,000,000 
These totis, Mr. Earle emphasized, 
were exclusive of fraternal insurance, 
and compared most fay orably with the 
corresponding figurer for 1938. 

General business conditions through 
out Canada are better than wus the 
case i year go,” Mr Erle told the 
press. “Continuous improvement is 
in evidence in all dissctions. Unpm- 
ployment has lessened considerably 
through increased industrial activity 
and through enrollment into military 
servire ”
